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Because  of  the  sharp  increase  in  demand  for  pork  and  lard  for  civilian  con- 
sumption and  for  war  purposes,  together  with  marked  increase  in  farm  sales  since  the 
war  began,  income  from  hogs  has  increased  more  than  the  income  from  any  other  live- 
stock commodity.  In  1 9U^2- both  the  sales  Of  hogs  and  the  prices  received  by  farmers 
were  59  percent  above  the  1935-39  average,  and  income  was  up  more  than  two  and 
one-half  times.  The  volume  of  sales  of  hogs  is  likely  to  be  somewhat  greater  in 
1 9M-3  than  in  I9«i2  and  prices  are  higher;  hence,  a  further  sharp  increase  in  income 
is  in  prospect. 
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THE    F  A  E  M    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  continued  to  increase 
somewhat  more  than  seasonally  in  March.    Income  from  crops  and  live- 
stock were  "both  up  sharply  from  February,    Total  income  from  farm 
marketings  for  March  was  estimated  at  1,303  million  dollars  compared 
with  901  million  dollars  in  March  last  year  and  a  revised  estimate 
of  1,126  million  dollars  in  February.    Income  from  all  groups  of 
farm  products  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  except  for 
tobacco,  which  was  unchanged  from  last  year.    The  largest  increases 
in  income  were  from  oil— bearing  crops,  vegetables,  fruits,  meat  animals-, 
and  poultry  and  eggs.    Government  payments  in  March  totaled  32  million 
dollars  compared  with  81  million  dollars  in  March  last  year  and  79 
million  dollars  in  February. 

The  rationing  of  canned  goods  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in 
the  demand  for  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  in  March.    Although  March 
supplies  of  many  vegetables  were  reduced  by  the  freezing  weather  of 
mid-February,  prices  advanced  sufficiently  to  bring  about  a  very 
sharp  increase  in  the  income.    Prices  of  fruits  also  advanced  some- 
what more  than  usual  and  sales  were  larger  than  usual  in  March.  Income 
from  wheat  was  up  in  March  because  «f  higher  prices  along  with 
extensive  redemption  of  loans  and  sale  of  the  redeemed  wheat  at  prices 
higher  than  the  loan  rate.     The  movement  of  cotton  from  farms  also 
was  larger  than  usual  for  March  and  income  declined  only  slightly 
from  February.     Income  from  all  meat  animals  except  cattle  made  about 
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the  usual  increase  from  February*  and  returns  from  cattle  increased 
more  than  usual.     Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  advanced  much  more  than 
usual  as  sales  of  eggs  and  prices  of  poultry  increased  somewhat  over 
those  in  February,    As  a  result  of  these  increases  in  income,  the 
seasonally  adjusted  index  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  rose  from 
239.5  percent  of  the  1935-39  average  in  February  to  260.0  percent  in 
March,    The  index  of  -income  from  crops  was  up  from  2H5.5  to  273»0 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  from  235.5  to  25LO 

The  total  income  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  quarter 
of  19^3  of  3»690  million  dollars  was  35  percent  higher  than  in  the 
first  quarter  of  19^-2.    All  groups  of  farm  products  recorded  sharp 
increases  in  income.    Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  was  nearly  three 
times  as  large  as  a  year  earlier  because  both  prices  and  sales  were 
up  sharply.    Income  from  cotton  and  x^heat  was  up  sharply  owing  to 
increase  in  income  from  sales  ajid  loans  and  also  as  a  result  of  sub- 
stantial net  income  obtained  by  the  redemption  and  sale  of  crops 
placed  under  loan  in  1 9*4-2  and  earlier  at  loan  rates  that  were '"lower 
than  current  market  prices.     In  the  livestock  group,  poultry  and 
eggs  recorded  the  largest  increase  in  income,  but  returns  from  meat 
animals  and-  dairy  products  have  also  been  substantially  higher  than 
.  returns  a  year  earlier.    Government  payments  of  2JI  million  dollars 
in  the  first  quarter  of  I9U3  were  identical  with  those  in  the  same 
period  of  19U2.

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Sirce  May  1940  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  cash  income 
from  farm  marketings  has  risen  sharply  with  only  minor  interruptions. 
During  most  of  this  period  of  rising  ircore  the  amount  of  increase 
has  been  fairly  constant  at  slightly  more  than  four  points  a  month  hut 
in  the  past  year  it  has  averaged  seven  points.     The  major  part  of  the 
increase  has  been  due  to  advancing  prices,  but  farm  marketings  have  also 
increased  sharply  since  194C.    At  present,  prospects  point  to  a  volume 
of  agricultural  production  in  1943  only  slightly  larger  than  in  1942 
and  as  more  and  more  prices  of  farm  products  are  reaching  their  ceil- 
ings it  nor-  appears  probable  that  the  increase  in  farm  income  during 
the  nest  few  months  may  not  oe  much  if  any  more  than  the  usual  seasonal 
amount.    Horever,  the  demand  for  farm  products  is  increasing,  owing 
to  rising  consumer  incomes  and  to  larger  requirements  for  military 
and  lend-lease  purposes,   so  that  the  behavior  of  farm  income  and 
prices  over  the  next  few  months  will  depend  in  a  large  measure  on 
the  success  of  the  Government,  under  recently  expanded  controls,  in 
stabilizing  prices  in  the  face  of  this  rising  demand  for  farm  products.

Cash  Income  in  Feb  rue,  ry  Lorrer  Than  Year 
Earlier  in  Three  States 


Although  the  revised  estimate  of  cash  income  from  farm  market- 
ings in  February  of  1,126  million  dollars  was  35  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier,  income  in  three  States  was  slightly  lower  than  in 
February  last  year,  largely  because  of  the  abnormal  movement  of  market- 
ings in  those  States.     In  Pennsylvania  the  tobacco  crop  is  being  marketed 
later  than  usual  and  income  from  tobacco  was  sharply  lower  in  February, 
resulting  in  a  slight  decrease  in  income  from  all  farm  marketings.  In 
Louisiana  and  Tfyoming  marketings  of  neat  animals  were  somewhat  less 
than  a  year  earlier  and  primarily  accounted  for  the  slight  decline  in 
farm  income.

In  the  Scriith-^Tfteal  region  the  decline  in  farm  marketings  from 
January  to  Eebrraaiyswas  slightly  greater  than  usual,  as  sales  of 
cotton  were  relatively  heavy  in  January;  hut  in  all  of  the  remaining 
regions  except,  the  North  Atlantic  the  decline  in  income  from  January 
to  February  was  somewhat  less  than  usual*    In  the  North  Atlantic 
region  income  increased  from  January  to  February  instead  of  making  the 
usual  seasonal  decline,  as  dairy  and  poultry  prices  declined  less 
than  usual  and  marketings  of  tobacco  and  potatoes  were  relatively  large 
in  February. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  I9H3  cash  income  from  farm  market- 
ings was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Louisiana, 
where  it  was  only  slightly  lower.    In  the  remaining  States  the  increase 
in  income  ranged  from  6  percent  in  Wyoming  and  Nevada  to  68  percent 
in  North  Dakota,    The  sharp  increase  in  income  from  tobacco  and  ■ 
cotton  in  the  South  Central  States  was  an  important  factor  in  causing 
this  region  to  record  the  largest  increase  in  income  over  the  first 
2  months  of  19^-2,     In  this  region  the  increase  amounted  to 
percent.    Income  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  was  37  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  and  in  the  West  North  Central  region  it  was  up 
35  percent. 

Hprth  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region 
in  February  was  17  percent  higher  than  in  February  last  year.  The 
larger  part  of  the  increase  in  income  was  from  crops,  as  income  from 
tobacco  and  potatoes  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Larger 
sales  of  tobacco  sharply  increased  the  income  in  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts,  and  income  in  Maine  was  sharply  higher  than  in  February 
last  year,  mostly-  because  of  the  marked  increase  in  income  frvwn 
potatoes.    In  Pennsylvania  tobacco  is  being  sold  later  than  usual  and 
the  sharp  decline  in  sales  in  February  largely  accounted  for  the 
lower  income  from  all  crops.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  we.3  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  and  total  income 
from  farm  marketings  exceeded  February  last  year  in  all  States  except 
Pennsylvania  where  it  was  only  slightly  lower. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  I9U3  income  totaled  15  percent  more 
than  a  year  earlier,  the  increases  ranging  from  7  percent  in 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  to  *+7  percent  in  Connecticut. 

|ast  North  Central  Region 

In  the  East  North  Central  Region  income  from  both  crops  and  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  during  February  was  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up  25 
percent.     The  increaoes  -were.  jLajjrly  vni  fj0rm.jin-.5ll-  StaJ^s^_jraJ5^ing_^from, 
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19  percent. in  Wisconsin  to  31  percent  in  Illinois.    Returns  from  soybeans, 
truck  crops,  hogs,  and  eggs  recorded  the  largest  percentage  increases  and 
accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  increase  in  total  farm  income. 

The  combined  income  for  January  and  February  19^3  w&S  22  per- 
cent higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  last  year.     The  increases 
in  income  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  were  somewhat  smeller  than  in 
the  other  three  States  in  the  region  and  amounted  to  15  and  16  percent, 
respectively.     In  the  three  remaining  States  of  the  region  larger  sales 
of  soybeans  and  meat  animals  were  an  important  factor  in  increasing 
the  income  from  22  to  27  percent  over  the  corresponding  months  of  last 
year. 

West  North  Central  Region 

The  increase  from  February  I9U2  to  February  19^+3  in  ^e  cash 
income  from  farm  marketings  was  greater  in  the  West  Forth  Central  region 
than  in  any  other  region.    Returns  from  grains,  potatoes,  end  soybeans  in 
this  area  were  sharply  higher  and  income  from  all  crops  was  up  7U  per- 
cent.   Marketings  of  hogs  and  eggs  also  were  much  larger  than  a  year 
earlier,  and  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  up 
sharply  in  all  States.     The  increases  in  income  from  all  farm  marketings 
in  the  different  States  ranged  from  37  percent  in  Minnesota  and  Missouri 
to  more  than  72  percent  in  North  Dakota  and  Nebraska. 

Returns  from  crops  and  livestock  in  this  region  for  the  first 
2  months  of  19^3  also  were  up  sharply  in  all  States.     Increases  ranged 
from  27  percent  in  Minnesota  to  68  percent  in  North  Dakota.    For  the 
region  as  a  whole  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  exceeded  that  of 
January  and  February  last  year  by  35  percent. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Sharp  increases  in  income  from  cotton,  peanuts,  truck  crops,  and 
citrus  fruits  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  resulted  in  a  total  return 
from  crops  of  60  percent  more  than  in  February  last  year.     Income  from 
crops  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  and  was  up  sharply 
in  all  States  except  Delaware  and  Maryland.     Income  from  livestock  in 
North  and  South  Carolina  was  less  than  in  February  19^2  but  in  the 
remaining  States  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Total  cash 
income  in  the  different  States  exceeded  income  in  February  last  year 
from  IS  to  55  percent  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  was  up  h2  percent. 

Largely  because  of  the  sharp  increase  in  income  from  crops  in 
most  of  the  States  of  this  region  total  income  from  farm  marketings 
during  the  first  2  months  of  I9U3  exceeded  the  same  period  of  last 
year  by  37  percent.     The  increase  in  different  States  ranged  from  21 
percent  in  South  Carolina  to  52  percent  in  North  Carolina.     The  rela- 
tively small  increase  in  income  in  South  Carolina  was  due  in  large 
part  to  the  small  marketings  of  livestock  in  the  first  2  months  of 
19^3. 
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South.  Central  .Region  . 

Income  from  f  ami  marketings  in  tho  South  Central  region  during 
February  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Louisiana, 
where  the  decline  in  income  from  hogs  and  rice  mote  than  offset  the 
increase  in  income  from  other  products.    For  the  region  as  a  whole 
income  from  rice  was  lower  than  a  year  earlier,  "but  income  from  other 
grains  and  cotton  was  somewhat  higher  end  income  from  to"bacco  was 
about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.,    In  all  States  except  Louisiana 
income  from  livestock  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  for 
the  region  as  a  whole  the  increase  amounted  to  about  40  percent. 

For  the-  first  2  months  of  this  year  income  in  all  States  except 
Louisana  was  up  sharply,  owing  primarily  to  the  larger  returns  from 
cotton  and  tobacco.    In  Louisiana  income  from  livestock  was  somewhat 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi  it  was  only 
slightly  higher.    However,  returns  from  livestock  for  the  region  as 
a  whole  were  29  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  total  income  from 
farm  marketings  was  up  42  percent. 

Western  Region 

Sharp  increases  in  income  from  wheat,  potatoes,  apples,  oranges, 
and  truck  crops  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  income  from  crops  in 
nearly  all  States  of  the  Western  region  in,  February  1943  as  compared 
to  February  1942.    Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  also 
was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier  except  in  Wyoming  where  sales  of 
sheep  and  lambs  were  substantially  smaller  than  in  February  last  year. 
Total  income  in  Wyoming  was  also  slightly  less  than  a  year  earlier 
but  in  the  remaining  States  the  income  was  somewhat  higher  and  for  tho 
region  as  a  whole  the  increase  totaled  35  percent. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  1945,  income  from  crops  in  all  States 
also  was  sharply  higher  than. a  year  earlier,  but  returns  from  livestock 
were  lower  than  in  January  and  February  last  year  in  Wyoming  and  Nevada 
and  only  up  moderately  in  Arizona  and  Oregon,    For  the  region  as  a  whole 
income  from  livestock  was  up  16  percent  and  income  from  all  farm  market- 
ings totaled  26  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    In  Wyoming,  Hevada, 
Arizona,  and  Oregon  income  increased  only  moderately  but  in  the 
remaining  States  the  increase  amounted  to  20  percent  or  more. 

1942  Cash  Income  from  Meat  Animal §  and  Lai rv 
Products  At  All-Time  Hi^h 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  of  all  of  the  different  species 
of  meat  animals  and  of  dairy  products  reached  a  new  all-time  high  in 
1942.     Revised  estimates  of  cash  and  gross  farm  income  for  meat  animals 
and  dairy  products  for  1941  and  preliminary  estimates  for  1942  are  now 
available  by  States  and  are  given  in  tables  4  to  7,     These  estimates 
are  based  upon  the  annual  summary  of  production  and  disposition  of  the 
different  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
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The  volume  of  farm  marketings  of  the  different  species  of  meat 
animals  all  reached  new  high  records  in  19^2,  and  prices  also  were  sub- 
stantially higher  than  a  year- earlier.  .  The  . cash  income  of  2,305  million 
dollars  from  cattle  and  calves  was  3^  percent  higher  than  in  1941  and 
was  lU  percent  above  the  previous  high  of  2,029  million  readied  in 
191S.    The  cash  income  of  2,19*  million  dollars  from  hogs-  was  69-  per- 
cent above  1341  and  erceeded  the  previous  high  record  of  1,911  million 
in  1919  by  15  percent.    Income  from  sheep  and  lambs  "increased  3S  per- 
cent from  19U1  to  1942  when  it  amounted  to  30S  million  dollars. 
lac  value  ^f  meat  animals  CG-srusaed  on.  farms  in  19^2  was  somewhat  higher 
than  in  I9U1  but  was  considerably  below  the  previous  record  high,  as 
there  has  been  a  definite  downward  trend-  in  recent  years  in  the 
quantity  of  livestock  slaughtered  for  consumption  on  farms  where 
produced.    Hogs  provide  the  major  part  of  the  meat  produced  on  farms 
for  home  consumption  and  in  1942  the  value  of  hogs  slaughtered  for  home 
consumption  was  307  million  dollars  or.. only  59  percent  of  the  value  in 
1919  of  522  million  dollars. 

In  1942  the  cash  income  of  2,332  million  dollars  from  dairy 
products  exceeded  the  1941  record  of  i,S97  million  by  23  percent.  In 
19^2  there  was  a  much  greater  than  usual  increase  in  the  proportion  cf 
milk  sold  to  plants,  dealers,  and  so  forth  at  wholesale,  whereas  the 
quantity  of  farm  butter,  butterfat,  and  milk  retailed  by  farmers  was 
somewhat  filler  than  in  19^1.    As  a  result  of  the  expansion  in  the - 
sales  of  milk  at  wholesale,  income  from  this  source  was  33  percent 
higher  than  in  1941  and  was  65  percent  of  the  total  income  from  the -.. 
sale  of  all  dairy  products.    The  value  of  milk  consumed  on  farms  is 
greater  than  for  any  other  farm  product  and  in  1942  amounted  to  U52 
million  dollars.    However,  this  is  somewhat  smaller  than  the  record 
Value  of  home  consumption ' in  I919  of  63O  million  dollars  and  is  below 
the  average  of  5OO  million  dollexs  for  the  period  1924-29.  The 
quantity  of  milk  retained  on  farms  for  consumption  as  milk  or  cream  nas 
remained  fairly  constant  for  several  years  but  the  quantities "used  for 
fceking^buttcr  for  home  consumption  has  declined  steadily  and  in  19^2 
was  only  about  two- thirds  as  Urge  as  Iwcing  th&  period  192^  29.
